Although the Astoria Regatta celebrates life on the Columbia River, one of the high- 
lights of the weekend Is when the seafarers head for the streets in the Grand Land 
Parade at Noon on Saturday, August 12. Attendees can join the Astoria clowns as they 
travel through downtown Astoria. 

The parade, sponsored this year by Lektro, will feature more clowns than ever, as fes- 
tival organizers have invited retired Astoria Clowns to participate as well. 

Tne theme honors the 50th anniversary of the Astoria Clowns, who worked to pro- 
mote the Astoria area, the Astoria Bridge and other community and outreach activi- 
ties throughout the year.
